YWIL the motor compuny mako any
tensions or bulld any now lines this year
was the guestion asked Hon, George F.
Wirlght, secretary of  the electric motor com-
pany, yesterdoy wfternoon,

UNo was the roply, “I don't think we
will, There {s more or less work to be done,
and it includes the laying of some new tenek,
but it will nll be in the nature of repairs.
The Broadway line above the Moethodist
ehureh will have to be relaid, as the fiat ralls
thant were In use whon the old horse cars
were running wero not. taken up when the
change to an  electeie road was muode; and
hoave remained theee ever since,  They are
not heavy enough to stand  the motors, and
will have to be taken up and replaced with
girder rails this summer. The T rails on
Iifth avenue ave o little out of shape nnd will
also have to be fixed up.  The improvements
on that line, however, will  be temporiary, s
it Is not a permanent lne. It was bullt to
conneet with the transfor, nnd will' e com-
paratively useless after that is abandoned for
the pew union depot.  When that happens,
woe will tale upthe track on Twonty-first
stroot, but will continue to operite the line
on Fiftn avenue, which will be oxtended
northwest across the bottoms to the cast
enid of  the bridge, wsnd  will  help
sottle up  that  part of the city.
We will run into the new uilon depot, and
will budld o loe down Nioth avenue for that
purpose, 10 weever oress the Union Pacific
e this is the time that would be extended
for that purpose,

“Is there any probability that such aline
will be builg !

“Well, I think that if it ever does happen,
the Hne will belong to one company.  ‘I'his
new company thit Judge James was trying
to ovganize some thne ago to build a lino over
the Union Pacitie bridge and reduee the fave
to s cents hasn't amounted to anything so
for, and we have no foar of their carcying
out their intention.  Judge Jumes hasn't
much money to put into anything of that
kind, and we don'texpect to see the Omabi
street rudlway company go ahead with the
schome, even if they are behind him, as haos
been asserted, We have o direet line between
the two eities, and they would have a round-
about one. I they were to build it and re-
duee the fure, we would of course have to do
the same,  They couldn't expect to got over
half of the teavel, and that would not be a
paying investment for them.  If the travel
wals divided up between two companies at o
Heent fare it wouldn't puy etther of them,
50 we don't  believe  any  other com-
pany il mitke  any such  move,
About o month ogo the Unlon Pacifie folks
mnde us e proposition to run o line across
their bridge, and also take the Union avenue
line from  Braohway to the transfer.

There hins boen an amusing case inone
of the Paris police courts, A man rejoic-
ing in the name of Garson Mary hnd
been found in astate of intoxieation, and
the judge, nfter reminding him that ho
had alveady heen condemned forty-seven
times for the sume offense, asked what
he had to say by way of excuse, He
drank to console himsell, answered the
prisoner,

judge warned Mary not to try any tricks
on the court, but he gravely drew n doe-
wment from his poekat and handed it to
the magistrate. It was o paper setting
forth in due form that he had been killed
in fighting near Forbach in August, 1530,

Requested toexplninthe extraordinury
adventure, Mary related that he had
been severely wounded, examined and
left for dend, says the New York Morn-
ing Journal, The Prussians, however,
afterward picked him up and tended
him. When the war was over he ve-
turned home and the people told him,
among other news, that “Cesar Mary
was dend. ™

By no means, he rveplied, ns e was
there in the Hesh. but some of the neigh-
bors argued that Mary must vreally  have
given up the ghost, as his death had
been entered on the parish register,
Curious to ascertain whether this was a
fact, he examined the registec.and found
his name inseribed therein,with the date
of his death.

When he enme to Paris he wrote home
for tho copy which he had just had the
honor of submitting wo the judge. Mary
went on to remark that when o man had
been killod for his country he might
well bo allowed to indulge ina glass now
and  then, and he wound up by begzing
the ecourt not to be hard on a poor mor-
tal who wos dead.

There was more lavghter which was
prompily hushed, and then Mary  wias
sentenced  to eight days’ imprisonment.
